Jack the Ripper’s Latest Butchery—The 
London Police Makean Arrest—Oount- 
ess Von Waldersee—Politicians Raising 
Funds for the Canadian Electoin-For- 
eign News. ; 


Lowpox, Feb. 18.—Acrowd of Dillion and 
O’Brien’s friends besieged the train on which 
the prisoners were, at Charing Cross, and 
greeted them most warmly. Inspector Little- 
child allowed his prisoners time to see their 
friends, then put them in a carriage and 
drove to Scotland Tard. They held a recep- 
tion in their comfortable quarters in the 
prison and Mrs. O’Brien remained until a 
late hour at night with her husband. 

CALMLY INDIFFERENT. 

Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon quietly left the 
Euston railroad station under a police escort 
at 7 o’clock this morning, looking fresh and 
well after the night spent in Scotland Yard. 
The prisoners enjoyed every liberty possible. 
There was nothing to show that they were 
not ordinary passengers, and they evidently 
regard thelr approaching imprisonment with 
calm indifference. Messrs. Harrison and Gill 
accompanied the prisoners to the railway 
station and bade them a warm farewell as 
they started for Ireland. 

INTERVIEWS WITH THE PRISONERS. 

The Telegraph to-day published a long in- 
terview with Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon. In 
this ifiterview it is made to appear that Mr. 
O’Brien advised Mr. Carthy to restrain the 
asperity of some of his supporters: ‘‘Itis 
understood, says the Telegraph, that all 
allusions made in Mr. O’Brien’s manifesto 
were directed against Mr. Healy and a few of 
his friends. In an interview with Sexton, 
Parnell and others Messrs. O’ Brien and Dillon 
had urged that both sides avoid ran- 
cor. After discussing à plan of cam-

SPOKANE FALLS, Feb. 13.—T. P. O'Connor, 
who is here on a brief visit with friends, was 
asked for an expression regarding the failure 
of negotiations between the Irish leaders. 

I've learned of the break-down of the ne- 
gotiations and of the arrest of Mr. Dillon and 
Mr. O’Brien with profound discouragement. 
I had anticipated that these gentlemen, 
trusted and loved by all and remote from 
personal bitterness of conflict, would have 
succeeded in attaining a very different result. 
The break-down is more lamentable if it has 
come, as Mr. O’Brien insists, from a mere 
contest of words and phrases. I don't hope 
to contribute anything toward repairing the 
situation, but I shall make my return earlier 
than Ianticipated. I expect to be in England 
in four weeks from now. 

Mr. O’Connor will speak in Spokane, Seattle, 
Tacoma and Butte. His remarks will be de- 
voted the struggle with famine, and the 
proceeds go to the evicted tenants’ fund. 


The Northampton Election. 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—The triumph of the Lib- 
erals at Northampton isnot altogether at- 
tributable to an increase in the party strenth. 
Mr. Mansfield wasan unexceptional candi- 
date. Athorough-going Liberal in politics, 
he is also religious and a successful and gen- 
erous business man. He received the vote of 
the church-going people,. which Bradlaugh 
alienated, and to this is due his emphatic 
majority. The abortive candidacy of the 
Socialist, Aveling, disgusted decent people 
and was generally regarded asa Tory trick, 
and the consequent indignation among Lib- 
erals also served to swell the vote ior Mans- 
field. The Conservatives made a brave fight, 


but they were deserted, asin Hartlepool, by 


many of the Liberal-Unionists who had voted 
with the Tories in 1886. The result showed 
that in Northampton, as in Hartlepool, the 
Liberals have determined to get home rule 
out of the way by adopting it, and thus en- 
abling themselves to goahead with import- 
ant English reforms.

Lonpon, Feb. 13.—The Shipping Federation 
and all interested in ocean traffic are 
alarmed by the report that the seamen and 
firemen of the Atlantic liners may be drawn 
into the strike against the Federation, which 
is now gradually spreading to the principal 
seaports. In making their calculations be- 
fore beginning the movement for free or non- 
union labor, the Federation ship owners as- 
sumed that the men on the Atlantic liners 
would remain at their posts. The reason for 
this assumption was that the crews of the 
large Atlantic steamers are almost fixtures 
on those vessels, holding their places as long 
as they are efficient and behave themselves,

Another Jack the Ripper Murder. 


LONDON, Feb. 18.—Another woman was 
found dead in Whitechapel yesterday, and in- 
tense excitement reigns, as it is said Jack the 
Ripper is around again. The police took the 
body away, and refuse to say whether it was 
mutilated or not. 

THE VICTIM. 

Further particulars in regard to the woman 
who was found dead in the Whitechapel dis- 
triet this morning, and who is supposed to 


Jack the Ripper, show that she is about 25 
years of age and quite good looking. She was 
found lying on her back with her head nearly 
severed from her body. There was also a 
severe wound on the back of the head, caused 
it is thought by the severe fall she received 
when her assailant knocked her down. The 
scene of this possibly latest of the series of 
Jack the Ripper’s’’ crimes is a dark narrow 
archway known as ‘‘Swallows’ Gardens, 
and leading from Little Mint street 
to Chambers street. The archway referred to 
is during the busy hoursa well frequented 
thoroughfare, espectally used by railway em- 
ployes and stablemen, At all times of the 
night there are people awake in the houses 
and pedestrians passing about and through 
‘*Swallows’ Gardens, but nobody seems to 
have heard any cries during the early hours 
this morning when the crime was committed. 
THE POLICE THEORY. 

The police theory is that the woman was 
murdered while in a standing position; that 
the work was probably the work of ‘‘Jack,’’ 
and that the murderer was frightened away 
by the approach of some pedestrian before 
he had time to mutilate the body in 
the manner already described in the 
previous crimes attributed to that 
individual. A railroad employe says he saw 
the murdered woman talking to a man, ap- 
parently a foreign seaman, just previous to 
the time the murder is supposed to have been 
enacted, and the police are now engaged in 
searching all the vessels lying in the Thames 
or in the many docks about the port of Lon- 
don. The policeman who found the mur- 
dered woman must have reached the spot 
while the murderer was only a few yards 
away, forthe victim’s lips were still twitch- 
ing nervously and her eyes were still rolling 
about when the officers bent over her. 

A CLEW. 

A woman’s hat was found near the scene of 
the murder concealed by a piece of drapery. 
The hat was in addition tothe one on the 
murdered woman’s head, suggesting that 
either the ‘‘Ripper’’ was a woman or was 
disguised. The spot where the murdered 
woman’s body was found was not a stone’s 
throw from a police station. The wound 
across the murdered woman’s throat was 
evidently caused by a sharp powerful stroke, 
and nothing can shake the belief of the police 
that but for the approach of some pedestrian, 
possibly the policeman who found the body, 
the victim would have been mutilated in a 
manner similar to that of the other White- 
chapel murders. Later the police arrested a 
man on suspicion of being concerned in the 
murder of the unfortunate woman. 


Politics in Canada. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Feb. 13.—A millionaire 
miller yesterday further augmented the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association election fund by a 
check for $25,000. Many other ‘‘national pol- 
icy’’ manufacturers have subscribed all the 
way from $1,000to $10,000. It is said that the 
Canadian Pactfic Raliroad has given $50,000 
and that the fund now reaches about $200,000. 
Why it should be necessary to spend such | 
sums of money in order to carry the election 
for the Dominion Government is not clear if 
protection and the national policy are, as de- 
clared by Sir John Macdonald, believed in and 
supported by the farmers as well as the man- 
ufacturers. Premier Mercier has borrowed a 
million andahalftoaidthe Liberals, so that 
corruption will be rampant untilafter the 
elections. Mr. Israel Tart, the editor of Le 
Canadien, one of the most eminent French 
writers and a life-long Conservative, definite- 
ly abandoned his party to-day,and will run 
as a Liberal candidate for Montmorency. 

THE DOMINION GRANGE. 

Loxpox, Ontario, Feb. 13.—The Dominion 
Grange, with representatives from all por- 
tions of Canada, is assembled here. Worthy 
Master Clendenning stated in his address that 
farming had not been a success during the 
year. The reportof the Agricultural Com- 
mittee set forth that wheat has been raised 
at a disadvantage during the past few years 
and farmers were recommended to give stock 
raising and dairying their attention. The 
last clause of the report was as follows: 

We are sorry to note that our American cousins 
have imposed such duty under the McKinley bill on 
much of our produce, for the sale of which we have 
to chiefly go to their markets. Among these articles 
are horses, fat stock, barley, eggs, etc. We would 
also further say that we hope the time will come 
when the barriers of high tariffs shall be broken 
down and trampled under foot, and we think that it 
would be a time for great rejoicing among farmers. 


The Countess Von Waldersee. 


BERLIN, Feb. 13.—It is stated that the Count- 
ess von Waldersee is not inclined to be as 
patient as her husband of the slight placed 
upon him by the Kaiser in depriving him of 
the important office of Chiefof Staff. The 
Countess is an American by birth and has 
long been a favorite in the circle of the Im- 
perial Court. Her very prominence in this 
respect has aroused the jealousy of other 
ladies, like herself no longer young, but still 
aspiring to a part in high society. These 
ladies are said to be highly pleased over the 
banishment of Count von Waldersee and his 
wife from Berlin to Altona. The Count was 
inclined to submit like a soldier, but not so 
his wife, who has exercised great influence 
over him, and itis now understood that the 
Count will soon withdraw not only from the 
army, but from the Empire. 


The Revolution in Chili. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 13.—Messrs. Flint & Co. to- 
day received the following cablegram from 
Chili: 

‘*Pizagus bombarded and burning. Block- 
ade ceased at Valparaiso.’’

PESTERED S0 LONS. 


An Army of Active Lobbyists Worrying 
the Arkansas Legislators. 


THE PASSAGE OF BILLS OF ALL KINDS 
BEING URGED. 


A 


Railroad Officials Watching the Members 
Day and Night—The Tillman Separate 
Coach Bill—Mixed Affairs in the Con- 
necticut Legislature—News From the 
Law-Makers. ~ 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Feb. 13.—A greater 
number of lobbyists are attending the 
present session of the Legislature than were 
ever here at any previous meeting of the 
General Assembly. Some of them are labor- 
ingin a just cause and the result of their 
work is full of promising success. Among 
this class are the reputable physicians and 
druggists of the State. The members of the 
medical profession are extremely anx- 
fous for the passage of the 
pending bill regulating the  prac- 
tice of medicineand the suppression of 
quackery. The druggists are interested in 
the measure which provides for the estab- 
lishment of a State Board of Pharmacy and 
to regulate the manufacture and vending of 
medicines. Both bills have passed the 
Senate and will likely receive the indorse- 
ment of the House. For the past week 
a number of physicians from Hot Springs, 
Pine Bluff and Fort Smith have been here co- 
operating with the medicos ofthis city in 
bringing pressure to bear against the mem- 
bers of the House to enlist their friendship for 
the bill in which they are interested. 

Several professional hunters from the 
eastern portion of the State, where quail and 
prairie chickens abound, and from North- 
west Arkansas from whence St. Louis and 
Little Rock draw a large proportion of their 
Supply of venison, are hanging about the 
lobbies of the two houses urging membérs to 
support the bill repealing the act prohibiting 
the shipping out of the State of certain game, 
which includes prairie chickens and other 
migratory birds, and the bill to prevent non- 
resident sportsmen from slaughtering game 
in Arkansas. 

Book agents, representing the leading 
printing houses in the United States that 
make a specialty of supplying the public 
schools with text books, are numerous and 
occupy the best rooms in the hotels. Of all 
the lobbyists in the city, the book agent is the 
best dressed, the most fluent talker and the 
most careless of expenses. Their presence at 
the Capital is due tothe introduction of a bill 
providing forthe printing by the State of 
text books forthe public schools. Reference 
to California experience in an enterprise of 
this kind is the chief argument used against 
the pending bill. 

There are ten or twelve railroad officials 
watching the members day and night and 
exerting their best effortsto keepthemin a 

humor. These gentlemen do not claim 
to be lobbyists. Someof them wear slouch 
hats and are attired in suits of jeans. They 
say they are here simply because they like to 
be among their friends and to be within hail- 
ing distance of any legislator who might de- 
sire information concerning railroads. Ool. 
S. W. Fordyce was here a few days ago and 
appeared before the Railroad. Committee of. 
the House, which Was engaged at the time in 
discussing the merits of a Senate bill com- 
pelling railroad companies to erect bul- 
letin boards at the stations on 
their lines and to keep posted 
thereon the movements of trains. Col. 
Fordyce convinced the committee thatifa 
train dispatcher should be required to per- 
form aduty of this kind, confusion in the run- 
ning of trains would follow and the lives of 
the traveling public be greatly imperilled. 
The argument of the Cotton Belt official had 
the desired effect and the bill was reported 
unfavorably to the House, where, aftera two 
hours’ debate, it was unmercifully slaugh- 
tered. The only railroad bill now before 
the Legislature is the one pending in 
the House, having for its object the 
creation of a Railroad Commissioner. The 
bill is almost the same as the one introduced 
four years ago by Mr. Balch, the only differ- 
ence being that it takes from the Commission 
the power to arbitrarily fix rates and tariffs 
for railroads without giving ten days’ notice 
to the office or agent of such railroad to be 
affected. Railroad officials in Arkansas are 
deeply concerned in the fate of this measure. 
If the salary of each of the commissioners be 
fixed at $1,000 a year the protests of the rail- 
way officials will not be so vigorous as they 
would in case the compensation should be 
$5,000. The present condition of the State 
Treasury acts as a potent argument in favor 
of the former figure. 

One of the mostconspicuous lobbyistsis J. 
Pennoyer Jones of Desha County, oneof the 
shrewdest and best educated colored Repub- 
licans inthe State. For the past eight years 
he has been the County Judge of Desha 
County and now wants to go to Congress. His 
salary as County Judge is only $1,000a year. 
Jones insists that his services tothe public 
are worth at least $5,000 per annum, and as 
there is no office in the State to which he is 
eligible that yields an annual income of that 
size he has singled outa seat in Congress to 
gratify his ambition. He is in town mixing 
freely with the Democratic members of the 
Legislature in the hope of inducing them to so 
reapportion the State that Desha 
County may be located in a Con- 
gressional district having a Republican 
majority. Jones has seen every Democratic 
member of the Apportionment Committee of 
each House and presented his appeal to them. 
The committee have told him they would do 
the best they could for him, but he is not re- 
joicing very much over the answer, having 
been engaged in politics long enough to be 
able to translate its meaning. 

Another set of lobbyists who are quietly 
button-holing the solons are the insurance 
agents. They are anxious that the house shall 
kill Senator Hamby’s bill that requires all in- 
surance companies doing business in this 
State to givea bond for $20,000, with local 
sureties, to facilitate the collection of policy 
holders’ claims. The original bill fixed the 
amount of the bond at $30,000. The insurance 
men prevailed upon the members of the Sen- 
ate, after being satisfied of their determina- 
tion to pass the bill, to reduce the sum of the 
bond to $10,000, which was done. In the House 
the bill was amended, making the bond 320, 
000. The measure will he taken up for con- 
sideration this afternoon. 

Another class of lobbyists that are making 
their presence felt among the members of the 
House are the proprietors of general stores 
and local merchants who deal in plantation 
supplies. They are represented every day in 
the lobby. They are using every means to 
cause the defeat of the Senate bill that pro- 
poses to invalidate mortgages on growing 
crops. This bill comes up for final passage 
next Tuesday, and every member in the 
House will have something to say on it. 

Aside from the bill to prevent unjust pref- 
erences, the above are the only measures now 
pending before the Legislature which meets 
with opposition s tly great to create 
organized efforts for defeat.

TEXAS GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


AusTIN, Tex., Feb. 18.—In the Senate yes- 
terday an amendment to the school text-book 
bill, requiring that histories of the United 
States for Texas schools should be written 
from a Southern standpoint, was opposed 
by Mr. Stephens as impolitic and unnecessary 
and calculated to injure the Democratic party 
inthe North. It was contended by other Sen- 
ators that no fair history of 
the South had ever come from 
the North and that Southern children 
were being taught that their fathers and 
grandfathers were cowards and traitors. 
After much discussion action on the bill was 
postponed. A bill to prevent fraud in busi- 
ness assignments was ordered engrossed by 
the casting vote of the chair. Mr. Swan in- 
troduced a bill fixing the liability of common 
carriers, The report of the committee on the 
special complaint of J. W. Boynton stated

The Full Details as Given by the Federal 
Authorities.

AN EXAMINATION BEING MADE OF THE 
EXPLOSIVES GIVEN DE WAR. 


How Gibson Approached the Government 
Gauger—The Treasury Department No- 
tified and Arrangements Made to En- 
trap the Trust Official—Arrangements 
for Gibson’s Prosecution. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 18.—It appears “hat the 
face value of the Whisky Trust certificates 
which Gibson had in his satchel was $380,000 
the market value of whichis about $15,000, 
which tallies with the amount that Dewar 
says Gibson promised him. As an effect of 
the disclosures, the price of Whisky Trust 
certificates yesterday dropped from 
e to 454ec. This morning, Attorney 
wm, Barry of Counsel for Gibson, 
appeared before Judge Blodgett with District 
Attorney Gilchrist and asked permission to 
examine the package said to have been de 
livered by Gibson to Dewar, and supposed to 
contain the explosives with which Shufeldt’s 
distillery was to have been blown up. Judge 
Blodgett gave the required authority, and 
Messrs. Barry and Gilchrist, with Inspector 
Somerville, Special Agent Brooks, Marshal 
Hitchcock and Capt. Stuart at once began 
making the examination. The package is 
about one foot long by six inches wide and 
six inches thick, and was carefully sealed. 

When the package was opened a pint bottle 
full of a light bluish fluid was discovered. The 
cork was securely wired and sealed. It was 
drawn with some difficulty. Upon a piece of 
paper lying on the table a single drop was 
poured. The instant it came in con- 
tact with the paper there was a 
flash, a stream of shot out 
and the room was filled with suffocating! sul- 
phurous fumes. So quickly did the paper burn 
that a bucket of water had to be thrown on it 
to prevent the fire from communicating with 
other materials. In attempting to cork the 
stuff up again the cork was ignited, a towel 
was thrown over the bottle and the 
towel caught fire and burned up before the 
fire could be put out. As soon as the crowd 
succeeded in extinguishing the fire and get- 
ting the fluid safely in hand, a rush was 
made for the door, the room was so filled 
with blue smoke. United States District 
Attorney Milchrist was greatly excited 
and in answer to the question 
exclaimed ‘‘What is it? Great Scott, can’t 
you smell it? Look at my hands. What do 
you suppose a whole pint of that stuff would 
do when a single drop of it nearly set the 
whole building on fire?’’ 

The strong fume omitted by the fluid proved 
its. principal ingredient to be phosphorus. 
Some of it had gotten on the hands of Capt. 
Stuart and Mr. Milchrist and it continued for 
a long time to send forth a blue smoke. 

Our purpose in making the experiment, 
said Mr. Milchrist, ‘‘was to find out if the 
fluid was the same that was in the bottle 
which Gibson gave to DeWar, and such it 
proved to be,’’

DETAILS OF GIBSON’S PHOT.

The utmost secrecy was observed in work- 
ing up the case, and as a result no one outside 
ofthe Secretary of the Treasury, Solicitor 
General Taff, Solicitor for the Internal Rev- 
enue Department Andrew Hunt, Inspector 
Brooks of the New York Revenue Depart- 
ment, Inspector Sommerville, Post-office In- 
spector Stuart, and T. 8. De War, a special 
gauger, who the Government officials say was 
the man who Gibson on using as a tool 
to carry out his infernal plan of 
wholesale destruction of life and property, 
were the only persons who knew anything of 
the affair outside of Gibson and his friends 
until three days ago, when United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Gillchrist and Unites States 
Commissioner Hoyne were of necessity taken 
into the officers’ confidence. Some time inthe 
early part of January DeWar informed In- 
spector Sommerville that a plot was on foot 
to distroy allthe anti-trust distilleries in the 
United states, and that Secretary Gibson of the 
Whisky Trust was the prime mover in the plan) 
De War has been connected with the Internal 
Revenue Department for nearly twenty years. 
He lives in Cincinnati, and was one of the 
most efficient aids Collector Taft (now Solici- 
tor General of the United States) had in the 
Cincinnati District. He has always been con- 
sidered one of the most reliable men con- 
nected with the service, and was o . 
lected for special duty on account of par · 
ticular fitness. When President Cleveland 
came into office De War was dismissed from 
the revenue service and received employment 
asa special gauger with the trust. He left 
the trut’s employ a year and a half ago, hav- 
ing been appointed an internal revenue 
officer with special duty. 


GIBSON’S OVERTURES TO DE WAR; 


De War was frequently at Shufeldt distillery 
in his official capacity and it was by reason of 
this, the internal revenue men say, that he 
was considered by the trust a good man to 
carry into effect the plot of destruction. In- 
spector Summerfield communicated De War’s 
statement tothe Secretary of the Treasury 
and the latter ordered Ins Brooks of 
New York to Chicago to Inspector Sum- 
merfield, and together the two worked, fol- 
lowing up every possible clew, until it became 
necessary to get hold of Gibson’s correspond - 
ence, andtoaccomplish this Post-office In- 
spector Stuart was taken into the secret. For 
the last three weeks all of Gibson’s corre- 
spondence has been under surveillance. De 
War was the principal avenue through which 
the wires were pulledin weaving the web of 
proof about Gibson.

Rufus J. Lackland, President of the Boat- 
man's Bank: ‘‘I admire Mr. Cleveland for 
the stand he has laken, I cannot see but that 
he has increased rather than diminished his 
chances for 92 by his letter. True, he may 
lose for the time the support of a few Western 
enthusiasts, but before long hig position will 
be unanimously „It would be su - 
eidal on the part ot the country to open the 
doers of the Mint to the surplus silver of the 
would,’’ 

James L. Carlisle, ex-chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic Central Committee and Recorder of 
Voters: ‘‘Mr. Cleveland’s pronounced ex- 
pression against the free coinageof silver 
will cause admiration forthe characteristic 
boldness of his position, but it will weaken 
him with Western Democrats who are at 
present largely controlled by the Farmers’ 
Alliance. The farmers are on record as de- 
manding free coinage and Mr. Cleveland 18 
now on record as antagonistic to their views. 
But his position strengthens him 
with the Democrats of his own 
State, and as the lines are 
now drawn it isimpossible forone man to 
represent the views of Eastern and Western 
Democrats. I believe Mr, Cleveland will be 
nominated and elected to the Presidency in 
1892, but I would not like to see him nomi- 
nated unless he had the support of his 
own State, I don’t think his 
chances for nomination are seriously hurt by 
his utterances on the silver question. It may 
be, indeed, that this question will not be the 
issue in 1892, It may die as suddenly as did 
the greenback craze. I consider Pattison a 
strong presidential possibility.’’ 

Charles P. Johnson: Mr. Cleveland's letter, 
while it will in jure him in the West tempor- 
arily, will benefit him in the East, and will 
have no material effect on his political 
chances in the South. In the long 
run, however, and before the 
next campaign, the letter will 
have a beneficial effect all around, even 
among those who do not now accept his views 
on the money question, as all fair- 
minded men must admire him for 
his boldness and fearlessness in ex- 
pressing his opinion by writing 
that letter in the face of public opinion in the 
West. The popularcry nowis for free coin- 
age, but the financiers of the country and the 
business men are against it and I think the 
people will be with them and with Cleveland 
after thoroughly considering the matter.’’ 


Ex-Congressman E. C. Kehr: Mr. Cleve- 
land's declaration against free and unlimited 
coinage may injure him politically fora time, 
but I think that before the next 
campaign opens the people will 
see their mistake and admit 
that Cleveland is right, for with a gold 
standard in the two leading commercial coun- 
tries of Europe—England and Germagy—and 
restricted silver coinage in the 
six nations of the Latin Union 
this country cannot afford to risk 
taking the step proposed by the advocates of 
free and unlimited silver coinage. Until an 
international agreement is reached among the 
commercial nations of Europe and America 
reguiating the use of silver as a 
part of their monetary system, I should 
regard the Adoption by us of a free and un- 
limited coinage of silver as disastrous to this 
country.’’ 


Frederick N. Judson: ‘‘Public opinion will 
say that Mr. Cleveland has again demonstrat- 
ed that he has the courage of his 
convictions. The demand for im- 
mediate unlimited Silver coinage is 
growing weaker rather than stronger 
in view of the increasing doubt whether it 
would not result in drawing gold out of cir- 
culation and thus forcing the country to sil- 
ver mono-metalism. The conservative sense 
of the country wants, in my opinion, bi-met- 
alism, not mono-metalism, either silver or 
gold. 


James L. Blair: ‘‘I think Mr. Cleveland’s 
declaration of opinion in the matter of free 
coinage is not only sound and sensible like all 
of his utterances, but that it is, all 
things considered, one of the most cour- 
ageous acts I have ever seen. Knowing the 
feeling of the West on the subject, he must 
realize that it will greatly affect, with some 
people, his chances for 1892. Possibly the 
free coinage madness will, like the green- 
back craze of years ago, disappear before the 
canvass of 1892, but if it does not,or ifit 
should grow in strength as is possible, it will 
seriously affect Mr. Cleveland’s chances for 
the presidency in that year. In viewof all 
that has been said by his critics as to what 
position he would take on the subject, 
and in view of the pronounced 
attitudejof people west of the Alleghenies and 
all the tremé@pdous consequences it involves 
for him, this clear and conscientious state- 
ment of his position is an act of superb cour- 
age worthy of the man. 


C.C.Rainwater: I am very sorry Mr.Cleve- 
land has taken that position. The mass of 
the Democratic party is in favor of free coin- 
age of silver, Mr. Cleveland is to- 
day the unanimous choice of the 
party for nomination in 1892. His 
course onthe tariff and his administration 
made him the apostle of the Democrats, and 
I do not doubt but that he will be nominated, 
but he will be nominated ona platform con- 
taining a free coinage plank, and he will have 
to get into line with the party,’’ 


C. C. Maffitt, Chairman of the State Dem- 
ocratic Central Committee: ‘‘I was under the 
impression, and I think it was the general be- 
lief in the West, that Mr. Cleveland’s ideas on 
the silver question had undergone a change, 
but there is no mistaking the tone of this let- 
ter. He is still strongly opposed to the free 
coinage of silver. The letter will do him 
great injury among Western Democrats, and 
they have been his warmest ad- 
mirers. It would have been much 
better if he had remained non-committal on 
the question, but he is a fearless man who 
never hesitates to express his convictions, 
and the people admire him for 
his candor. Despite this letter he 
will be nominated, however, The 
elections of last November settled that. 
These victories were due beyond question to 
the tariff issue, and on that point Cleveland’s 
record cannot be assailed. Many things may 
occur, however, within two years and the 
election is too far ahead toattempt to predict 
whether he will be our next President.’’ 

Congressman John J. O'Neill: Mr. Cleve- 
land, while expressing himself as opposed to 
free, unlimited silver coinage, does not say 
that he is opposed to a liberal 
coinage of silver. His letter will no 
doubt hurt him among the ultra silver 
men, but just how strong they are remains 
to be seen. Wemustall admire him, how- 
ever, for his pluckin boldly declaring him 
self, and.evenif he has made a mistake I 
am in favor of forgiving it 
and standing by him. I am 
of the opinion that he will be the next nomi- 
nee of the party, and if nominated, will cer- 
tainly be elected. Clevelandisa man whom 
I admire most extravagantly, and I have a 
boy named for him.’’ 

Jerome Hill: ‘‘I believe we should coin all 
the silver produced in this country, but have 
some doubt as to the advisability and wisdom 
of allowing the metal of any other nation to 
be coined in our mints. busi- 
ness experience with planters has shown 
me that there isa demand fora more liberal 
circulation of money. The people are tired 
of this constant stringency in the 8 mar- 
ket, andI did not sign that 
passage of the ver 
bill which was sent from St. Louis to Con- 
gress. Cleveland merits the esteem of all peo- 
having decided opinions and being 
to them. The 
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Gen. Sherman’s Doctors Now Believe 
That He Will Recover. 


THE SUPREME CRISIS IN THE OLD sor- 
DIER’S DISEASE PAST. 


He Passes the Night Comfortably, Takes 
Nourishment and Enjoys Fourteen 
Hours’ Rest—The Extreme Unction Not 

' Administered to the General—His Con- 
dition Improving. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 138.—The wonderful im- 
provement in Gen, Sherman’s condition has 
revived the hopes of the family and the phy- 
sicilans, and it is now believed that he may 
possibly recover. During the forenoon 
the gallant old soldier was steadily 
growing worse,and all hope was lost, the 
doctors announcing that he was gradually 
sinking. The mucus was accumulating on 
his lungs, he was unconscious, and his la- 
bored breathing seemed to indicate 
that the last moment was near. 
Theend did not come then, however, and 

gradually the old soldier rallied and proved 
that his strong constitution was 
not yet ready to succumb. AS 
the favorable change continued and with the 
steady improvement the patient seemed to 
acquire renewed strength. As stated in these 
dispatches yesterday about 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon the General, assisted by the doc- 
tors, left his bed and walking across the flour 
sat in a chair, where he remained only a few 
moments and returned to his bed. From that 
time on until midnight the bulletins an- 
nounced the continued improvement in the 
General’s condition and also that the doctors 
were more hopeful. A message at 
9:20 p. m. stated that Gen. Sherman was 
growing weaker and that his condition wa 
critical, but this was the last bad turn he 
had and subsequently other bulletins an- 
nounced that there was no material 
change from the earlier improvement, and at 
2:40 a. m. the same state of affairs continued, 
the patient resting quietly. 

HOPE GROWING STRONGER. 

At 7:30 o’clock this morning one of the ser- 
vants came to the door and announced that 
Gen. Sherman had passed the night comforta- 
bly. He had partaken of nourishment several 
times, and at that hour he was sleeping. 

Dr. Alexander, who had remained at the 
bedside all night, expressed the belief that 
the General hada chance for recovery, es- 
pecially if he continued to do as well through 
the day as he did through the night. 

Ats o’clock no official bulletin had been 
prepared, but from Private Secretary Bar- 
rett it was learned thatthe General had had 
a night of rest. He and Dr. Alexander re- 
mained at the bedside all night and the 
members of the family retired to secure some 
rest after along day of anxiety and watch- 
ing. Gen. Ewing wenttohis home and Dr. 
Janeway spent the night at Dr. Green’s 
house. Secretary Barrett in speaking of the 
improvement in the General’s condition said 
thatit had been noticeable since 12 o’clock 
last night. He had regularly taken his nour- 
ishment, which consisted of milk and whisky, 
and the watchers found no difficulty in rous- 
ing him at times. 

Where his chances were one in a thousand 
yesterday,’’ said the Secretary, ‘‘they are 
now one in ten, and we have reason now to 
entertain some hopes.’’ 

Secretary Barrett is deeply affected over the 
condition of the General. Yesterday when all 
had given up hope the Secretary would not 
accept their belief,but clung to the faint hope 
which he still held. This morning at an early 
hour he was frequently seen looking out from 
the General’s window, and once he opened a 
window to admit some fresh air. Often 

around to the telegraph 
to send some messages 
encoura@ment or answer some 
inquiry. These all held out some faint hope, 
but the contents of histelegrams could not 
be learned. Dr. Janeway called at the Gen- 
eral’s home this morning at 8:30 and re- 
mained twenty minutes. On leaving the 
house he would say but little. The General, 
he said, was holding his own and he had been 
told that he had passed a quiet night.

A STORY DENIED. 

At 10:30 P. T. Sherman, the General’s son, 
when spoken to with regard to the published 
statements tothe effect that Gen. Sherman 
had received extreme unction, emphatically 
denied thet such was the case. The General, 
he said, was not a Catholic and never had 
been one. The visit of Rev. Father Taylor 
was for the purpose of giving consolation to 
the members of the General’s family and not 
to administer the sacrament. It was just as 
untrue that the clergyman entered or 
The 
clergyman went there and left in the same 
manner as any one else, The family this 
forenoon were quite cheerful as they now en- 
tertain hope for the General’s recovery. 
Some trouble is had in keeping the General in 
his bed. He is determined at times to leave 
it and is weaker after being allowed to arise. 
At this hour no change had been reported in 
the General’s condition. 

THE CRISIS PAST. 

At 1:20 o’clock to-day Gen. Thomas Ewing 
said: ‘‘I think Gen. Sherman has passed the 
supreme crisis in his disease. He has had 
fourteen hours of undisturbed rest, full re- 
pose, and before this he had not passed two 
hours of as quiet a time. One lung is entirely 
free and the other is partially filled with 
mucus, There is no indication of pneumonia 
and the action ofthe heart and stomach is

CHARGED WITH MANSLAUGHTER. 


David Strauss Responsible for the Death 
of Bettie Perkins. 


This morning Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Estep issued a warrant charging David 
Strauss, colored, with manslaughter in the 
third On the evening of Feb. 1 Strauss 
quarreled with a colored woman named Bettie 
Perkins in his house at 1311 Wash street,a 
trivial dispute about the wages paid laborers 
in the cotton flelds near their old home in 
Kentucky bringing on the trouble. In the 
street a fight was commenced and both 
parties threw rocks. Finally, as the woman 
approached Strauss seized a piece of bannis- 
ter which had been broken from the porch 
above and struck her on the top of the head.

A MOTHER’S SORROW 


It Has Doubtless Led Mrs. Gaffner to 
Commit Suicide. 


— 


A LETTER DISCOVERED POINTING TO 
SELF-DESTRUCTION, 


“Whatever May Happen, May Our 
Heavenly Father Forgive Me’’-A 
Touching Farewell to Husband, Chil- 
dren and Home—Strange Beginning of 
a Suicidal Mania. 


A startling discovery in the mystery sur- 
rounding the disappearance of Mrs. Gaffner 
from the branch of St. John’s Hospital, 2228 
Lucas place, last Monday evening, was made 
by Dr. T. Gaffner, her almost distracted hus- 
band, last night, and reported to 
the police at once, causing sudden 
action to be taken towards. extending 
the search for that unfortunate lady. 


Mrs. T. Gaffner. 
The new development consists of the finding 
of a letter written by Mrs. Gaffner to her hus- 
band which makesit sadly certain that the 
writer was contemplating suicide, and 
which has convinced Dr. Gaffner that 
the sequel to his wife’s disappearance will 
be the discovery of her dead body in the dark 
waters of the Mississippi River. This now al- 
most inevitable ending to the strange 
case is the only later develop- 
ment looked for. Its arrival will mark 
the close of the peculiarly sad story of a wife 
and mother’s desperate resort and refuge 
from suffering because it promised to keep 
her away from her loved ones, and helpless 
to aid them in their home life. 

The finding of the letter pointing to Mrs. 
Gaffner’s suicide occurred during a visit made 
by Dr. Gaffner to the hospital from which she 
had disappeared late yesterday afternoon. 
He did not expect any new developments at 
that place, as the sisters had already 
given all the information they could bearing 
upon the case and his friend, Mr. F. Leon- 
hard, who had accompanied the grief 
stricken husband from Trenton, III., had 
faithfully searched the room of the 
missing lady at the hospital for papers 
that might give him a clew as to her actions, 
Following a suggestion of one of the sisters, 
however, who stated that she remembered 
having seen some letters and papers ina bu- 
reau drawer in Mrs. Gaffner’s 
room before that lady’s disappearance, 
the husband once more went to the 
room and renewed his search. Almost the 
first thing he found in the drawer was a letter 
addressed to himself in his missing wife's 
handwriting. When he concluded the read- 
ing of this letter, which is touchingly pa- 
thetic in tone, Dr. Gaffner abandoned all 
hope of ever seeing his wife alive again. The 
letter read as follows: 

A TOUCHINGLY SAD LETTER, 
Sr. Louis, FIB. 13. 

Mr DEAR HUSBAND—I am feeling very gloomy. 
Whatever may happen, may our Heavenly Father 
forgive me. Iam utterly broken down. I have very 
poor hopes of getting better. This disease has 
never been cured on any patient yet that 1 have 
heard of, sol am feeling discouraged. Dr. Moses 
promised tocome. He hasn’t been here yet. If any- 
body reprimands you for my trouble, don't listen. 
You did all you could. 

Those poor children. I pity them that they cannot 
be with their mother. Whatever happens take good 
care of the children. I know that I 
will never be able to take care of them 
like I used to. That is very sad indeed, 
when a mother has not the strength and ability to 
oversee her household, which I knowis impossible 
on my part. The sisters have been very kind to me 
and 1 hope they will be rewarded for it. Lovingly 
your wife, MILLI. 

THE SEARCH ALONG THE RIVER. 

Dr. Gaffner was overcome by the contents 
of this too-evident farewell letter from his 
wife. It had been written on Sunday last and 
apparently purposely left where it could be 
easily found. Following the writingof this 
letter, Mrs, Gaffner had also evidently taken 
steps that would result in giving her an op- 
portunity to carry out her awful design of 
suicide without being suspected by 
the good sisters of the hospital. On 


Monday she wrote a letter to Dr. Gaffner in 


which she appeared very hopeful of her re- 
covery and spoke of her prospects of recov- 
ering her healthinthe most cheerful vim, 
This letter was not dated, but had been 
mailed by the Sisters on the day it 
was handed them by Mrs. Gaffner, viz,, Mon- 
day last, Just the day following the writing 

her sad letter of farewell to her husband, 
children and home, Gaffner

SUICIDE ALMOST CERTAIN. 

Dr. Gaffner states that a liberal reward for 
the discovery of his wife’s whereabouts or of 
her dead body has been offered by him 
through the police, and that communications 
should be addressed to Chief of Police Harri- 
gan. There were no new developments in the 
sad case this morning, and the husband of 
the missing lady was exceedingly despondent 
over those of last night. 

J feel sure that after leaving the hospital 
my wife went straight tothe river,’’ he said 
mournfully, ‘‘andlexpect nothing but that 
her body will be found at some point below 
here. It seems that she has had a peculiar 
fancy or fascination for water control- 
ling her for some time past. She 
told a lady in Trenton, a 
neighbor of ours, some little time ago that 
she always seemed to see a great pool of 
water in front of her and that something was 
impelling her to jump in. I did not 
know this until yesterday or I would have 
had my wife watched closer than she was, as 
it was plainly the beginning of the suicidal 
mania which has undoubtedly caused her dis- 
appéarance from the hospital. I do not 
believe that my wife was responsible for her 
actions. She was heart-broken over the 
necessity that compelled hertoremain away 
from her home and children; despondent 
from the depressing effects of sickness and 
weakness, and, I believe, her reason for- 
sook her, and she determined to end her 
sufferings by suicide. I will notabandon my 
search until I recover her body. I will use 
every means possible to discover what has 
become of her, and to rescue her body 
from the river. The police are now 
doing all they can to further the search, and 
I hope that the next few days will clear away 
the mystery. I have absolutely no hope 
of my wife being found alive.’’ 

Dr. Gaffner returns to Trenton this after- 
noon, accompanied by his friend, F. Leon - 
hard, who is a brother-in-law of the missing 
wife, and A. McDonald, the O. & M. tele · 
graph operator at Trenton. He will be in the 
city again to-morrow, however, to prosecute 
the search.

PATHETIC INCIDENTS OF SHERMAN’S 
| LAST VISIT TO THE FAMOUS SAILOR. 


Sixty-two Years of Continuous Service— 

: M&Famous Son of a Famous Father— 
The Admiral’s Last Hcurs—Action by 
the President—His Death Calm and 
Peaceful. 


* 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 18.—Admiral 
David D. Porter died suddenly at 8:15 this 
morning at his residence, 1714 H street. 
Death resulted from fatty degeneration of 
the heart, which relentless disease asserted 
its fatal clutch upon him at Newport, R. I., 
last summer, when contrary to the persistent 
advice of his physician, he overtaxed his 
strength by taking violent exercise and was 
stricken down with a complication of 
diseases, including congestion of the lungs 
and dropsy. As soon as he could be moved 
with safety he was brought to his home in 
Washington, and all means known to science 
and medicine were resorted to for his benefit. 
Despite them, however, there were slight but 
unmistakable symptoms of approaching dis- 
solution. Mental disturbances were added to 
other troubles, and the patient failed to 
realize the seriousness of his condition. 
The family were made aware weeks ago 
that his death was only a question

of a short time, and that the efforts 
ofhis physicians were directed solely to a 
postponement of the inevitable and making 
his last hours as comfortable and as free from 
pain as possible. Medical Director Philip S. 
Wales ofthe Navy has been his attending 
physician for about fifteen yearsand during 
the last six months has been at his bedside for 
three or four hours out of every twenty- 
four. 

He said this morning that Admiral Porter 
suffered from strangulation of the bowels 
twelve years ago, and the malady had a 
weakening effect on his system, but it was 
not until 7 yesterday that the disease which 
carried him off first manifested itself. The 
Admiral’s condition has been such for the 
past five years that ne has been unable to 
transact much public business. He was re- 
tained on the active list of the navy, how- 
ever, and given the lightest and least respon- 
sible kinds of duty. The department authori- 
ties have shown him meanwhile scrupulous 
honor and respect, and treated all his official 
utterances with due deference. 

CALM AND PEACEFUL. 

His death this morning was calm and 
peaceful. It came almost entirely without 
warning. When Dr. Wales left him at 11 
o’clock last night his condition was about the 
game as it had been for several weeks past, 
and there were no indications that medical 
services would be needed before the time for 
the doctor's regular visits, this morning, 
about 9 o’clock. The nature of the 
Admiral’s disease made it ex- 
tremely edangerous for him to lie on 
his back, so that he was accustomed 
to rest sitting up on a large sofa with his back 
and head supported by pillows. Nourish- 
ment was administered every hour and the 
Admiral was awake at 6:45 this morning and 
took his nourishment. as usual. He after- 
wards fell into a light sleep and gave no indi- 
cation whatever that the end was.so near at 
hand. At 8 o’clock the Admiral’s son, 
Richard, who slept by his side, noticed that 
there was a change in his father’s condition. 
He was breathing with difficulty and seemed 
to be choking. The nurse felt his pulse and 
found it to be fluttering feebly. The 
household was at once aroused and 
Dr. Wales sent for. The patient’s pulse grew 
fainter and fainter and at 8:15 o’clock ceased 
to beat. At that hour he gasped convusively 
and expired without a word. He sat upright 

h his son Richard holding one hand and 

Ss daughter, Mrs. L. ©. Logan, the other. 
There were also at his bedside his son, Lieut. 
Theodoric Porter, U. S. N.; and his son-in- 
law, Lieut. L. C. Logan, U. S. N.; his nurse, 
James McDonald, and his faithful man ser- 
vant, Wm. Wilkes. 

His other sons, Capt. O. Porter, U. 
M. C., and Maj. D. E. Por- 
ter, formerly of the army, and 
his youngest daughter, Mrs. Charles Camp- 
dell, arrived soon after, and joined the sor- 
rowing group, which had gathered in the 
chamber of the amicted widow, Mrs. Porter, 
who is herself an invalid, and was prevented 
by her own feeble health from attending her 
husband in his last hours. 

THE PRESIDENT NOTIFIED. 
Dr. Wales reached the house almost imme-

alately after being notified and applied all the 


restoratives knovn to science, but to no ef- 
fect, and the doctor was compelled to admit 
the case was at last beyond human skill. 
Word was at once sent to the President and 
the Secretary ofthe Navy,and the flags on 
the White House and on all other public 
buildings were placed at half mast. 

Secretary Tracy promptly visited the 
family and conferred with them 
in regard to the funeral arrangements. 
it was settled that the funeral should be 
marked with the highest military honors and 
that the interment should be at the Arlington 
National Cemetery. Admiral Porter visited 
the cemetery abouta year ago in company 
with several members of his family and 
selected a site for his grave ata point a little 
ways northeast of the Arlington mansion, 
corresponding exactly with the grave of Gen. 
Sheridan on the other side. 

After selecting he turned to an attendant 
and said: ‘‘Drive a stake there. That’s 
where my body shall rest. A large number 
of people in official life called at the house 
this morning and left messages of sympathy 
for the family. Telegrams of condolence were 
also received from prominent people from all 
over the country. 

A pathetic incident in view of the critical 
iliness of Gen. Sherman was a visit made by 
him to his old comrade at arms about three 
weeks ago. 

Admiral Porter happened to be asleep at the 
time and Gen. Sherman told the family not to 
wake him. Helefta message of sympathy, 
and remarked in a sad tone of voice: 1 
would rather not see Porter unless I could 
see him as he always was when I met him.

THE LATE ADMIRAL. 

David Dixon Porter was born on June 8, 1813, 
at Chester,Pa. He came of a famous family of 
seamen, two brothers being in the navy, and 
his father being Captain David Porter, the 
illustrious commander ofthe Essex, during 
the war of 1812. Porter may be saidto have 
been brought up at sea. While a mere child 
he accompanied his father, then in command 
of the John Adams, onan expedition for the 
suppression of piracy in the West Indies. 
When but 14 years of age he entered the 
Mexican navy as midshipman and served un- 
der his brother, Capt. David H. Porter, of the 
Guerrero, which had a severe engagement 
with a Spanish frigate. 

ENTRANCE INTO THE NAVY. 

On Feb. 8, 1829, when less than 16 years of 
age, Porter entered the United States navy as 
midshipman, and has been in active service 
ever since, a period of sixty-two years. He 
rose to the rank of lieutenant in 1645, in the 
following year was placed in charge of the 
Naval Observatory at Washington and later 
was sent on a secret mission to Hayti. Dur- 
ing the war with Mexico he had charge of the 
naval rendezvous at New Orleans and was 
engaged in every naval action on the coast, 
first as lieutenant and subsequently as com- 
mander of the Spitfire. After the war he was 
employed in the coast survey, and onthe 
discovery of gold in California obtained a 
furlough and commanded the mail steamers 
Panama and Georgia plying between New 
York and the isthmus of Panama. On the 
outbreak of the rebellion he was placed in 
command of the Powhattan, which was sent 
to the? relief of Fort Pickens. On April 22, 
1861, Porter was promoted to the rank of com- 
mander and was placed in charge of the 
mortar fleet. He was sent to join Farragut 
below New Orleans, and bombarded Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip from April 18 to April 
24, 1862, during which time his fleet threw 
20,000 bombs against the rebel works. Farra- 
gut having passed the forts and destroyed 
the enemy’s fleet thg forts surrendered to 
Porter on April 28. 

THE INVESTMENT OF VICKSBURG. 

During the operations against Vicksburg 
Porter ably seconded Farragut, and during 
the time that officer was on the Mississippi 
and on his march to the gulf was placed in 
command of the Mississippi flotilla, with the 
rank of Acting Rear Admiral. He im- 
provised a navy yard at Mound City, m- 
creased his fleet to 125 vessels, and co-oper- 
ated with Sherman in the capture of Arkan- 
sas Post in January, 1868. For his services 
Porter received the thanks of Congress, and 
was commissioned Rear Admiral on July 4, 
1863, when Vicksburg fell, his fleet having 
rendered the army most valuable as- 
sistance. During Grant’s siege the 
fleet ran past the batteries, 
and captured Grand Gulf. During the re- 
mainder of 1863 his fleet was employed in 
keeping the river open, in which it was suc- 
cessful. During the spring of 1864 Porter co- 
operated with Banks in the disastrous Red 
River expedition, and came near losing his 
fleet, which was reserved by the construc- 
tion of the famous Red River dam, a plan 
conceived and executed by Col. Joseph 
Bailey. Inthe autumn of the same year he 
was placed in command of the North Atlantic 
squadron, which embraced within its limits 
Washington and the Cape Fear River. 

THE FALL OF FORT FISHER. 

On Dec. 24, 1864, Porter’s fleet appeared be- 
fore Fort Fisher and began a tremendous 
bombardment. In little less than an hour 
the guns of the fort were silenced and Porter 
reported that the military could carry the 
fort. Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, who was in 
command of the land forces, was of a differ- 
ent opinion, declined to make an assault, and 
returned with his troops to Hampton 
Roads. Porter requested that the enterprise 
should not be abandoned, and on Jan. 13, 1865, 
Gen. Alfred H. Terry arrived with a force of 
8,500 men to make a second attack. The 
bombardment was recommenced, and on 
Jan. 15 the works were stormed by a mixed 
force of infantry and marines. For this 
achievement both Porter and Terry received 
the thanks of Congress. He was made Vice- 
Admiral on July 25, 1866, and on Aug. 
15, 1870, was promoted to the rank of Admiral 
of the United States Navy, succeeding Far- 
ragut. He held this rank until his death. 
Admiral Porter was not simply a sailor, but 
has made many contributions to literature. 
He was the author of a life of Commodore 
David Porter, of ‘‘Incidents and Anecdotes 
of the Civil War,’’ ‘‘History of the Navy in 
the Rebellion, of a romance entitled Allan 
Dare and Robert le Diable,’’ and of ‘‘Harry 
Marline.

The St. Paul Prison Management. 


Sr. PAUL, Minn., Feb. 13.—Albert Garvin, 
until recently Deputy Warden at the Illinois 
State Prison at Joliet, has been placed in 
charge of the Minnesota Prison at Stillwater 
and a special Senate committee is investigat- 
ing the remarkable rule of Warden Randall. 
Henry H. Hart, Secretary of State Board 
of Correction and Charities, testified yester- 
day that Convict Munger had sold liquor to 
the other convicts and that many of them had 
become intoxicated. The convicts whose 
quarters were opposite the women’s cells 
spent their time in flirtation. Mr. Hart said 
that Warden Dandall had admitted to him 
that he had photographs taken of the notor!i- 
ous Younger brothers and was selling them 
to get money for a monument to Bob 
Younger, who died in prison of consumption 
last summer. Mr. Hart’s testimony also 
showed that the Warden had allowed prison- 
ers to go outside the wallsand that he had 
kept James Younger inacell from which he 
could escape at any time. 


Encounter With a Burglar. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 13.—The residence 
of George F. Putnam on East Ninth street was 
the scene of a sensational encounter between 
Mr. Putnam and a burglar about 8 o’clock 
Wednesday morning. At that hour Mr. Put - 
nam heard a noise down stairs, and taking 
his revolver went down to investigate. From 
a view atthe head of the stairs he saw the 
form ofa man and fired, and then dashed 
down stairs in pursuit. He followed the in- 
truder into the dining-room, where a chair 
was hurled at him which demolished a heavy 
chandelier and just barely missed Mr. Put- 
nam’s head. Putnam then fired point blank 
two shots, but the window was open, and in 
the darkness the robber made good his es- 
cape. When the lights were turned on it was 
found that although most of the silverware 
was packed in his hurry the robber forgot to 
take it.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 18.—Raoul, or, as 
he was better known, ‘‘Dick’’ Mandelbaum, 
is a defaulter, having fied to Australia, leav- 
ing the liquor firm of F. Mandelbaum & Sons 
short $104,000. The firm since the father’s 
death has been conducted by the widow and 
two sons, Fiesco and Dick. Fiesco for sev- 
eral months has been in Oincinnati, and dur- 
ing this time Dick has cut a wide swath here, 
gambling in stocks and spending thousands 
on women. Finally, when an exposure could 
not be averted, Dick left for Australia. The 
chief losers will be relatives of the family, as 
the other creditors are secured.

SPRINGFIELD, O., Feb. 18.—Frank Smith, 
the 19-year-old train robber who held up a 
train and robbed the Adams express car last 
fall, confessed his crime and pleaded guilty 
yesterday at Urbana, near this city. Smith 
was followed through Kansas and back to 
Bellefontaine, where he was arrested. Smith 
has agreed to give up the names of his ac- 
complices and his sentence will be made 
lighter in consequence. The robbery for 
which Smith was convicted occurred Oct. 2, 
1890. He and his pals bound and gagged Mes- 
senger Scudder and robbed his car.

FROM THE NATIONAL EXCHANGE. 
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St. Louis Said to Be Entitled to the Presi- 
dency of the National Body, But Given 
Second Place Instead—Heaping Coals 
of Fire on the Heads of the Delegates. 


The delegates to the Merchant Tallors’ Na- 
tional Convention were again entertained to- 
day, and this evening they will leave for their 
respective homes. To-night the St. Louis 
tailors will see the members safely of on 
their trains. 

, ENTITLED TO THE PRESIDENCY, 

It is a custom at conventions of tradesmen 
to elect to the highest office in the body a resi- 
dent of the city where the convention is held, 
and the St. Louis tailors were almost sure that 
they would be so honored, but Mr. W. B. 
Merwin of New York, avery intelligent gen- 
tleman and a good parliamentarian, was 
made President, and only the First 
Vice-Presidency given to this city, Mr. Lewis 
F. Lindsay being the gentleman elected. The 
delegations from New York, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Oincinnati, Dayton, Louisville, Mil- 
waukee, Philadelphia and Pittsburg voted 
for Mr. Merwin. Mr. Lindsay received the 
votes of Little Rock, Kansas City and St. 
Louis, but was almost unabimously elected 
Vice-President as a consolation. 

MR. LINDSAY RESIGNS. 

The St. Louis delegation did not want the 
second office and halfan hour afterthe elec- 
tions were announced Mr. Lindsay appeared 
in the hall and said he would respectfully de- 
cline to serve as vice-president. This declar- 
ation created a sensation, and coming on the 
heels of the snub given Messrs. Samp- 
son and Hayes, had double the 
effect. Mr. Lindsay’s resignation 
was not accepted and by aunanimous vote, 
and as he left the halla committee was ap- 
pointed to call on him and explain. For 
the sake of peace and harmony Mr. Lindsay 
said he would withdraw his resignation tem- 
porarily, but would be guided by the decision 
of the St. Louis Exchange, which would meet 
ma few days. This was reported to the con- 
vention and the matter was presumably set- 
tled.

THE DEMOCRATIC QUANDARY. 

Mr. OLEVELAND’s silver letter isa new 
turning point for the Democrats of the 
United States. With the tariff as an over- 
shadowing issue they had nominated 
CLEVELAND in 1888 in spite of the differ - 
ence between him and three-fourths of the 
party on the silver question. He was 
beaten by a close shave in New York, but 
they won a great victory on the same issue 
in 1890, and they were counting on nomi-¢ 
nating and electing him in 1892, thinking 
that the silver question would be no more 
in the way than it was in 1888. 

But they proceeded to put it in the way. 
The fall elections having settled the ques- 
tion of tariff reduction in their favor, they 
proceeded to overshadow it with the free 
coinage issue, to which they committed 
themselves throughout the West and South, 
regardless of the opposition of the Eastern 
wing of their party, and well knowing 
how fully, and even aggressively, Mr, 
CLEVELAND had antagonized even the 
limited coinage under the Bland act. His 
last previous utterance on the subject was 
an earnest appeal to Congress to stop that 
coinage, and they had no right to assume 
or hope that he would recant his opposi- 
tion or run on their platform in 1892 with 
free coinage as the leading issue. His let- 
ter simply tells them so, and leaves them 
without a leader at the turning point in 
the woods to which they have blindly pro- 
ceeded without a thought as to which way 
they should turn when they got there. 

They now see and say that they must 
shelve CLEVELAND or fall back from their 
position on the silver question again. 
They do not like either horn of the 
dilemma, but must take one or the other. 
If they abandon silver they may send the 
Farmers’ Alliance ticket far enough to the 
front to knock out their chance of beating 
the Republicans. If they try to absorb the 
Alliance vote by nominating a free cofffage 
Democrat from the West, they split their 
own party and give New York and the 
East solid to the Republicans. 

This is the quandary in which the Demo- 
crats find themselves, and there is no pros- 
pect that the present Congress will make a 
way out of itfor them by putting a free 
coinage law on the statute book. 
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A MISCARRIAGE OF JUSTICE. 


To all those who believe in sustaining 
the dignity of the courts and upholding 
the interests of justice, the proceedings 
before Acting Judge GREEN in the Court of 
Criminal Correction yesterday must be a 
cause of deep regret. 

If does not fill the public with any sense 
of admiration for the law, when a judge 
on the bench gravely listens to the argu- 
ments of counsel and immediately renders 
the decision he had reached before hearing 
the arguments. 

It does not add to our respect for a court 
of justice when witnesses under the pro- 
tection of the court are assailed with foul- 
mouthed blackguardism from a depraved 
and degraded social outlaw without a word 
of interference from the court in defense of 
decency. 

Lastly, it shocks the common sense of 
justice to learn that the plea of Grand-jury 
secrecy can be used as a protection for 
judicial corruption and fraud. Are we to 
understand that in case a murder were 
committed in the Grand-jury room, it 
would be treated asa part of the Grand- 
jury proceedings and that no witness would 
be allowed to testify as to what took place? 

Fortunately there is a Court of Appeals 
to be heard from, and from them the public 
will expect sense, decency and justice in 
dealing with the interests at stakein tlie 
case to which we refer.

A STRIFE FOR SEATS. 


An Unusual Scene at the Opening of the 
Fitts’ Case To-Day. 


MORE WOMEN PRESENT THAN EVER Ax. 
TEN DED Aa LOCAL CRIMINAL TRIAL, 


The Preliminary Hearing of George W. 
Dashman and Midwife Hotson Post- 
poned—Prominent Citizens Said to Be 
Interested in the Prosecution—Midwife 
Hotson Avoids the Crowd’s Gaze. 


The opening of court in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction this morning was made with 
one of the largest crowds ever assembled in 
that place of justice, packing the room from 
railing to door. The preliminary hearing of 
George W. Dashman and Midwife Louise Hot- 
son, charged with having caused the 
death of Laura (Fitts by performing 
or asssisting to perform a crim- 
inal operation upon her, had been 
set for 10 o’clock, and the great public inter- 
est in the mystery surrounding that crime 
was the cause of the crowd. The most 
noticeable feature of the crowd was the pre- 
ponderance of women, there being an array 
of femininity present such as is seldom seen 
in a court · room. The struggle for seats made 
by the hundreds of interested females gave 
the scene before the opening of court more 
the appearance of a matinee jam at a theater 
than of a legal proceeding, and when court 
opened the deputies were kept busy holding 
the crowd back from the rails and keeping 
silence in the court-room. 

At 9:45 George W. Dashman, one of the de- 
fendants, entered the court room and at once 
joined his counsel, John I. Martin. The two 
8 Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes, 
and after a short conference Mr. Martin 
turned to Dashman and said in a loud voice: 

THE STATE NOT READY. 

„Such is life, Dashman. The State is not 
ready for trial.’’

May it please the court,“ said Lawyer 
Martin, rising quickly to his feet, the case 
is an important one —such an important one 
that my client is here and is ready and 
anxious for the hearing to proceed.

A few minutes after this Marshall McDonald 
putinanappearance. Hewas regarded with 
peculiar interest as the attorney of Midwife 
Hotson, upon whom, for some reason, public 
interest has concentrated more strongly than 
upon Dashman himself, The little midwife 
was not visible to the curious eyes of 
the hundreds of women anxious to get a 
look at her, but she was on hand neverthe- 
less, secluded from the gaze of the crowd 
within one of the ante-rooms.

Some time 
passed in the trial of another case, and the 
spectators awaiting the opening of the Laura 
Fitts hearing grew so impatient that the 
deputies with difficulty kept the hum of con- 
versation and discussion of the Fitts mystery 
within the bounds of decorous undertone. The 
absence of Dashman and pretty Midwife Hot- 
son from the court room was evidently the 
source of the keenest disappointment to the 
crowd. Oneof the features of the gathering 
inside the rail as the moment for the opening 
of the hearing of Dashman and Midwife Hot- 
son apparently drew near at hand, was the 
presence of the several detectives who have 
been at work on the case for the past two 
weeks, Chief of Detectives Desmond also 
put in an appearance shortly before 11 o’clock 
and held a long, whispered consultation with 
Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes, after which he 
returned to his own quarters.

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


Prominent Agents to Contest the Payment 
of a City License—Sales. 


Real estate agents deMnquent in the pay- 
ment ofthe $100 annual city license taxed 
against them have maintained for several 
years that it was an unjust charge, and now 
that the collection of it is being seriously 
urged S. J. Fisher says he is going to contest 
the validity of the city’s claim to the court 
of last resort. A majority of the 
agents have paid the license regularly every 
year since it was first imposed upon the fra- 
ternity, buta good many of them have not 
done so without a vigorous protest. The 
burden of the protest, however, has been the 
lax enforcement of the collection of this li- 
cense. Taking advantage of easy-going 
officials there has been a good many 
men who have  0boldly carried on 
a regular real estate business, and generally 
with the announcement that they did not pay 
any license and did not intend to. It is this 
Spirit of deflance on the part ofa comparative 
few, more than anything else, probably, 
which has caused those who did not care to 
question the validity of the law, and who 
did not pay regularly, to protest 
against payment every time they went 
to the Collector's office. The more 
prominent real estate firms were in favor of 
the tax, and they would rather have it placed 
at 8100 a year than less, as such a sum would 
have a tendency to prevent a good many ad- 
venturers from attempting to compete with 
them in the same line of business. Experi- 
ence has proven that the assessment of this 
$100 tax has not scared any one from try 
ing to become real estate agents, as those who 
do not feel disposed to do not pay it. The 
hope that it would, though, having failed, 
several of the well established firms who 
have been paying all along until recently, 
propose now to do so no longer, and they will 
contest the Hcense on the ground that their 
business is a profession which has no more 
right to be taxed than has the practice 
of the science of law or medi- 
cine, Lawyers and doctors pay no 
license and the real estate agent putting 
himself on the same footing as they, without 
any merchandise or stock in trade—nothing 
but thelabor of his intellect and muscle— 
claim that they also are exempt under the 
law from the payment ofa city license. The 
intention is to make every man in the busi- 
ness pay the license or have all go scott free.

A Favorable Report on the Bill to Repeal 
the State Law. 


THE SENATE DISCUSSES COCHRAN’S BANE 
BILL AND POSTPONES ACTION. 


The Visit of the St. Louis School Board 
Delegation—The Fight Against the 
Baare Bill—Opposition to important 
Legislation—Missouri Legislature. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Feb. 18.—A favorable 
report was presented by the Committee on 
Municipal Corporations on the bill to repeal 
the State milk inspection law. The smaller 
milk dealers in St. Louis want the law re- 
pealed, while the big dairy companies are in 
favor of letting it stand. The present State 
law applies only to St. Louis, and the argu- 
ment used before the committee in favor of 
its repeal was that the metropolis of the State 
had its oon milk ordinance and ought to be 
allowed to regulate the matter of its own ac- 
cord. 

THE SENATE. 

The Senate was in committee of the whole 
all morning on Senator Cockran’s bank in- 
spection bill. The discussion assumed a wide 
range and resulted in the indefinite postpone- 
ment of the measure. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD DELEGATION. 
The School Board delegation completed its 


ij work last night and then repaired to its 


special Pullman car at the depot to wait fora 
locomotive to haul the members to St. Louis. 
The party was composed of Directors Jack P. 
Richardson, W. P. Macklin, E. J. O’Connor, 
John W. O'Connell, Henry Bus, 
Richard Barthold, Alex Oudmore, E. 
M. Bosley and . J. Gibbons. 
With the directors were Bailiff H. Olay Sex- 
ton, Assistant Supt. Geo. T. Murphy and At- 
torney Chas. B. Stark. The combined aggre- 
gation of School Board talent appeared before 
the Joint Committee on Education last night 
and presented arguments against the Baare 
bill, which provides for the repeal of the 
Drabelle school law. The delegation through 
its spokesmen also asked that 
St. Louis be excepted in the 
pending legislation on the subject of school 
text books. They cited reasons to establish 
their claim that St, Louis should be allowed 
to regulate such matters of its own accord, 
and stated further that under the present 
conditions the board was doing well with ref- 
erence to the tex books matter. The delega- 
tion, to borrow expressions that have been 
used before, was the cynosure of all 
eyes and the observed of all 
the observers. Every member wore a silk hat 
andan air of mysterious importance. The 
country members at first were disposed to 
think that a rich syndicate had struck the 
town to buy up the State Capitol. Others 
mistook them for Capitol movers, and a few 
others were disposed to the notion that they 
were railroad magnates who had come to the 
city to choke off railroad legislation. 
One of the members mistook them for 
a delegation of brewers, but he soon discov- 
ered his mistake. Taking the high altitude of 
Jefferson City into consideration, however, 
together with the wear and tear of climbing 
hills and long flights of stairs, the delegation 
did well, and presented the arguments in a 
clear, business-like way, and left at night 
satisfied that the Legislature would not dis- 
turb the present school arrangements in the 
State’s metropolis. 
THE MEDICAL COLLEGE BILL. 

Dr. ADraham’s bill making it mandatory 
on the thirteen medical colleges of the State 
to give a three years’ course to their students 
before issuing them diplomas to practice, 18 
attracting widespread interest among the 
Asculapians of the State. The St. Louis 
practitioners are particularly interested and 
while some are opposed to it the fact remains 
that a large majority approve it. Dr. G. 
H. Bond, who represents the Marion Simms 
College of St. Louis, which gives a two-years’ 
course, wasin the city yesterday forenoon, 
protesting against the bill, and in the after- 
noon Drs. W. C. Glasgow and Chas. A. Todd 
also of St. Louis, were on hand advocating 
the measure. Drs. Glasgow and Todd repre- 
sent more than one ofthe medical associa- 
tions of St. Louis, and insist that the profes- 
sion generally and the well-being of 
the people demand the three-years’ course 
which is made obligatory in Dr. Abraham’s 
bill. They had papers and letters to show 
that eleven of the thirteen colleges in the 
State favor three years, and that more than 
90 per cent of the doctors are likewise dis- 
posed. They have flled a big volume of evi- 
dence in favor of their side of the controversy 
before the House Committe on Benevolent 
Scientific Institutions, which has the 
measure in charge, and Dr. Abraham 
is Chairman of the committee 
and the advocates of the act claim that there 
will be a unanimous committee report in fa- 
vor of its passage. All of the physicians who 
have been here during the past few days 
laugh at Representative Smith’s bill to cut 
down doctors’ fees to $1 for each call and 50 
cents for an office prescription. 

THE RECORD BOOKS BILL. 

The bill just passed by the House, placing 
the power of contracting for all County rec- 
ord books, papers and station- 
ery in the hands of a State 
commission composed of the Secretary of 
State, Auditorand Attorney-General, is now 
in the Senate and will soon come up for con- 
sideration, The bill is hotly opposed by gsev- 
eral publishing establishments and blank 
book manufacturers who make it a point to 
have salesmen goto all the counties in the 
State looking for such orders. They claim 
that the passage of the bil will 
kill off the present lively compe- 
tition forsuch country contracts and place 
the commission in shape to distribute the 
work in the shape of political pap. A repre- 
sentative of one of these concerns has figures 
to show that the contracts of all the counties 
for blank books and stationery amount to 
over $100,000 annually. As it is at present 
there is the liveliest kind of competition for 
this work, and a large part of it goes to St. 


Louis.

One reason why the re urn of Dr. Niccolls 
is so anxiously looked for is that there are 
serious difficulties that may make a settle- 
ment on an amicable basis hard to reach. 
The full result of this committee’s work will 
not be known until the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Synod, but a general idea will probably 
be gained from conversations with the 
various members of the committee. 
Dr. Niccolls is not expected home 
for several days and has notified his congre- | 
gation that he will not reach the city in time 
to preach his Sunday sermon. How much 
longer the committee will remain in session 
is merely a matter of speculation, as the 
members thoroughly realize that they are 
performing a responsible task, and are there- 
fore taking their time. The question as to 
the discarding of the predestination doctrine 
is attracting more attention and earnest 
— than any other that is under dis- 
cussion,

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The Republicans and F. M. B. A. Mem- 
bers Uneasy and Scared. 


INDICATIONS THAT THE CRISIS HAS 
BEEN REACHED AT SPRINGFIELD. 


The Democrats Serené.and Confident—Re- 
publicans Scatter Their Vote on the 
First Ballot—General Belief That Pal- 
mer Will Be Elected—Some Queer 
Voting. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 13.—Another day has 
gone, eighty-five ballots have been cast and 
Palmer is still not elected. It was thought 
yesterday his election was positive, but five 
ballots did not change the score of Palmer 101, 
Lindley 100, Steele3. The Big Three received 
scores of telegrams yesterday asking why they 
did not vote for Lindley or to settle the ques- 
tion by voting for Palmer. Moore and Cock- 
rell of the Big Three, it is thought, will startle 
the country to-day or to-morrow by voting 
for Palmer. At a conference of prominent F. 
M. B. A. members yesterday Moore 
and Taubeneck said they would 
not vote for Palmer, but Cockrell 
was not present and no assurance was re- 
ceived from him. Prominent farmers say 
that if the Big Three do not vote for Lindley, 
the President of the organization, or some 
other member, the organization will be 
broken up. Dr. Moore says he is weary of the 
fight and may go home fora week. Taube- 
neck says he is tired but will not give up. 
Cockrell says he will resign, as he sees no 
other way out of the muss. 

The Republicans met again last night in se- 
cretand discussed the question whether it 
would be well to take up Dr. Moore. It was 
decided to take no action and to continue to 
vote for Lindley. Mr. Miller, Republican of 
Cook County, receiveda telegram announc- 
ing the death of his brother and Mr. Farrell, 
a Democrat, in pure friendship and sympa- 
thy, offered to leave the Democratic side and 
pair with him, but the Democratic Steering 
Committee would .not allow it. Mr. Miller 
will stay until this evening and then go, re- 
gardless of the effect it will have. 

THE REPUBLICANS UNEASY. 

A general uneasiness was the character- 
istic of the Republicans as well as the F. M. 
B. A. members this morning, while the Dem- 
ocrats were calm and serene as ever. The 
real cause for prolonging this contest is at- 
tributed to the fact that Mr. Moore, leader of 
of the F. M. B. A., is bound to hold out as 
long as possible in the hope that the plum 
may drop to him. It was reported this morn- 
ing that he would go over to Palmer to-day, 
and this created some excitement. Mr.Cock- 
rell, the next man to Moore, declared he would 
not refuse to vote to-day on any consideration 
and the fact that one of the Republicans was 
Sick, created a great deal. of excitement 
among the Republicans, who feared that if 
they had to refuse to vote and try to break 
the quorum, that the vote of Cockrell and 
Moore would make the quorum and elect 
Palmer. However, every member answered 
to roll call and the voting began with the Re- 
publicans all torn up. On the first ballot 
the Democrats stood solid, of course; 
101 for Palmer; Gen. Oglesby 
got 81, Lindley 16, Farwell 1, Stelle 2 (given by 
Moore and Taubeneck), Senator Matthews 1, 
P. H. Donnelly 1, while Cockrell got funny 
and voted for unheard-of people—L. I. Hub- 
bard on the first ballot and T. D. Hinckley on 
the second. On the second ballot the Repub- 
licans swung into line and voted for Lindley, 
while Moore and Taubeneck stuck to Stelle. 

The subsequent ballots showed no change, 
and after the ninety-fifth had been casta mo- 
tion to adjourn until to-morrow noon car- 
ried.

THE SMITHS AND THE JOHNSONS. 


and Death Intensifies the Feud 
Between Them. 

‘ New York, Feb. 18.—Farmer Lewis Smith, 
his wife and Annie, their pretty 16-year-old 
daughter, lived near West Danby, Tompkins 
County. Near the hamlet of Locke, Cayuaga 
County, live a family named Johnson. Mrs. 


feud has existed between the two families for 
several years, owingto a misunderstanding 
over the divison of the estate left by the 
father of the two women. The Johnsons have 
a son, Elmer, aged 23. A few months ago he 
met his pretty cousin, Annie Smith, at a par- 
ty in West Danby and fell in love with her. 
She was so well pleased with her cousin Elmer 
that he soon became her accepted lover, 
and in the courseof a few weeks she as- 
tounded her parents by telling them that she 
Was engaged tobe married tohim. They at 
once compelled her, as they supposed, to 
break off the engagement, not only because 
he was her cousin, but because he belonged 
toa branch of the family with which her 
parents were at war. Annie apparently 
obeyed the commands of her parents and 
again accepted the attentions of other young 
men, many of whom had sought her hand be- 
fore she accepted hercougin. All the while, 
however,she wasijsecretly meeting young John- 
gon at the house of a friend and carrying ona 
clandestine correspondence with him. One 
night fearly in January Annie Smith was one 
of a merry sleighing party that 
Grove down from West Danby to 
Spencer. When the party reached 
Spencer Miss Smith made an excuse to 
leave the party for a few minutes to do an 
errand at one of the stores. She did not re- 
turn tothe party. She was met, however, 
by the young man who been her escort 
to remain over 
night at her aunt’sin Spencer. The party re- 
turned to West Danby, and two days later 
Miss Smith’s parents received word from her 
that she had met her cousin Elmer at Spencer 
on the night of the sleigh ride, married him 
and was at the house of his parents at Locke. 
This news almost deprived the girl’s mother 
ofherreason. She was becoming reconciled 
in a manner to the situation when, two 
weeks from the day they had 
received the news of the elopement a tele- 
gram was received from Elmer Johnson by 
the Smiths stating that Annie was dead. 
Smith and his wife hastened to Locke and 
entered the Johnson residence for the first 
time in many years. All that any one could 
tell them was that Annie, although appar- 
ently in the best of health, had suddenly 
died: Preparations had been made forthe 
funeral, but Mrs. Smith, declaring that they 
bad murdered her child, demanded that an 
official investigation should be made before 
her daughter was buried. In this she was 
supported by other relatives and friends. A 
post-mortem examination was held and 
death was found to have resulted from heart 
disease, The death has added to the bitter- 
ness that already existed between the fami- 
lies, for the one sister still believes that her 
child was deliberately stolenand murdered 
by the other sister’s family.

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GLASSCOCK AND GORE SHAKE HANDS 


OVER THE BLOODY CHASM. 


An Offer Made for the Belmont Stud— 
Arthur Irwin Opposed to Placing an 
Association Club in Chicago—Racing, 
Pugilism and Other Sports. 


NEw Ton, Feb. 18.—George Gore of last 
season’s New York Players’ League team met 
Jack Glasscock of the National League team 
at F. B. Talcott’s office and shook hands over 
the bloody chasm.’’ There did not appear 
to be any ill feeling between them. A re- 
porter had just emerged from the elevator 
when he saw them coming out of Mr. Talcott’s 
office. 

Why, how’s this? 
they were asked. 

„Oh, nothing much, exclaimed Gore, 
‘tonly Jack and I are going down for the 
mugs. Weare coming back again.’’ 

Then they got into the elevator and went 
down to the cafe. When they came back 
Giasscock was called inside to see Mr. Day 
and Mr. Talcott. He was gone only a few 
seconds when Gore was Called in. 

Walt for me, Jack; I will be out shortly,’’ 
said Gore. 

All right,’’ was the answer. 

„ did not want to stay in New Tork, said 
Glasscock to the reporter. ‘‘It was my desire 
tobe nearer home, in Pittsburg. Besides I 
could have got moremoneythere. But, as 
the officials here wanted me to stay, I had to. 
Iam sorry I ever signed a three years’ con- 
tract, for if I had signed but for one year I 
would now be at liberty. No, I do not mind 
what the newspapers say about me. If I did 
Iwould have been crazy long ago. I was 
asked to come down in my salary and 1 did 
so, no matter who says I didnot. I guess 1 
ought to know, as it affects me and nobody 
else. Now that I am booked to play in New 
York I shall do all I can to win games. 

„Well,“ said Gore when he came out, I 
have no ill feeling against any player. Base 
ball is a business, it is my livelihood, and 1 
know now that there is no sentiment con- 
nected with it. There must be harmony in 
the New Yorks, and I shall doallicanto 
bring it about. The only thing Iam kicking 
onisthat the salary I am to get has been in- 
correctly given out. It will be considerably 
more than $2,000.’’ 

FAVORS THE SALES SYSTEM. 

Jimmy Ryan, the clever outfielder of the 
Chicago Club, is a much better ball-player 
than logician. Here is what he has to say of 
the sales system: ‘‘In my opinion this system 
was and is a good thing for the ball-player. 
The playeristhe last man in the world that 
should object to it. It was in no sense slav- 
ery. The cry was made by the Brotherhood 
for political purposes only, and to catch the 
publicear. So far from hurting players, it 
has helped them. I do not know of any in- 
stance in which the man was not benefited 
immensely by being sold. 

The only objection that Iever had to it was 
that the Chicago Club would not sell me 
when I had a chance to get $1,000a year more 
for my work and a good slice of the sales 
money. To cite my own case, it was early in 
the year of 1889 that the Philadelphia Club 
wanted me, and consulted me, I told them 
I did not careto change. Then Mr. Rogers 
said he would pay me $4,000 a year, $1,000 
more than I was receiving from Chicago, and 
would give me acertain share of the purchase 
money. Iagreed to go, but the Chicago Club 
refused to release me and 1 had to stay. In 
that case I was perfectly satisfied in being 
sold. 

White, Hanlon, Dunlap, Clarkson, Kelly, 
and any number of ball players have im- 
proved their finances by being sold. Dunlap 
especially. In every instance he received an 
increase in salary, and also took a share 
of the money paid for hisrelease. Kelly was 
receiving $2,500 salary when he was with Chi- 
cago, and when he went to Boston this was 
just doubled—he signed for $5,000 a year. 
Clarkson’s pay was also increased, and so 
was that of the others. In fact, you can’t 
show me a single instance in which the 
player has not been greatly benefited by be- 
ing sold. 

Another thing, when a player was sold he 
was certain to get a good lot of advertisement 
out of the change. The higher the price paid 
for him the larger salary he received, and his 
value was increased so much the more. Now 
the clubs will simply trade or swap the men, 
and the only people benefited will be the 
clubs. The players will be left outin the 
cold. 

»The sales system was a good system for 
League players, anditisthe salvation of the 
minor leagues. It helps to save clubs from 
failure, and it acts asa big advertisement for 
young and unknown men who come from 
minor leagues into the major leagues. You 
can put me down as being in favor ofthe 
sales system, now and all the time.’’ 

It does not seem to occur to Ryanthat if 
the club to which he is transferred does not 
have to pay anything for a player’s release 
they can afford to pay hima still greater ad- 
vance in salary than he received under the 
sales system, nordoes it enter his base ball 
brain that if there was no reserve rule or 
sales system he would not have to get the 
permission of the Chicago club to go to Phila- 
delphia, but would be free to accept the 
$1,000 a year increase in salary offered 
him. If the reserve rule and sales system 
were unknown the players could goto what- 
ever club offered them the most money, and 
their salaries would certainly be much larger 
than at present, though financial failures in 
base ball would no doubt also be more nu- 
merous. The present planof dealing with 
players can hardly be said to be an abolish- 
ment of the sales system or slavery. It is 
merely another method of accomplishing the 
same end, and Ryan makes the mistake of 
accepting it as an abolishment of base ball 
slavery.

BASE BALL BRIEFS. 

The Louisvilie Club is to be sold out undera 
mortgage for $5,000 held on it by the Falls City 
Bank. A syndicate of the present stockhold- 
ers has been formed to buy in the organiza- 
tion. 

Al Johnson declares he will hold on to the 
franchise of the Cincinnati National League 
Club, and he has notified President Young of 
the League that the club has reserved for 1891 
fourteen men, ten of whom are under con- 
tract and four not up to the League standard. 
He requests that the League assign him 
enough men out of the surplus pool to 
strengthen his team. 

THE ASSOCIATION IN CHICAGO. 

Arthur Irwin, the managerof the Boston 
Association Club, holding a proxy from 
President Prince, of his club, for the 
Board of Oontrol, is in Chicago. He 
expresses himself in the most emphatic 
manner as regards the Association club there, 
He says that no amount of arguing would 
convice people that it was nota minor 
League team, and it had been proved that a 
minor League team can not live in Chicago. 
He was of the opinion that Toledo would bea 
better ball town for the Association. 

Irwin was asked his opinion of the Stovey 
and Bierbauer cases. He said the Association 
was unquestionably entitled to the men and 
predicted that there would be a red hot time 
before the dispute was settled. He says itis 
simply the old League policy of taking every 
thing in sight irrespective of any one’s 
opinion. Irwin also claims to have signed 
Connie Mack long before Pittsburg did and 
says he will hold him without question. He 
has also signed Kid Madden, Haddock and 
Morgan Murphy. The deal with Cleveland 
involving the exchange of Childs for Stricker 
and Radford has all but been consummated. 
President Thurman was reticent as to the 
progress he has made in establishing a sec- 
ond club here.
